Takes Time 
St. Petersburg. March 3.—Admiral

No Illness 
St. Petersburg. March fi.—Colonel 


Domeltuigscn. director of transporta- 
tion In the Irkutsk district, reports 
In answer to Inquiries 
concerning 


the alleged sufferings of the Ruslnan 
troops on the way to the far cast: 


There has not been a single case 


of frostblto rendering amputation ne- 
cessary, only occasional slight cases 
affecting the face, such as might al- 
ways occur. All men are inspected 
at Mokcntcvcsk and Lake 
Baikal, 


•where there 'are reserves of warm 
clothing sufficient for alt needs. Not 
a single man has been sent across 
Lake Baikal by my orders without 
warm clothing. 


Lake Baikal will bo a much more 


formidable obstacle 'when the 
icn 


breaks. Thero must be an intermed- 
late period when It Is too much brok< 
en to allow troops to pass over it 
and yet to thick to allow vessels to 
pass through. Even when tho water- 
way IB clear it will take the supplies 


coming from tho west with such reg- 
ularity as to avoid a fearful conges- 
tion of stores and rolling stock on the 
Baikal side. 


Even Break In War Fight 


London, March 5.—News of a naval 


battio off the Mlaotau Islands, be- 
tween a Russian and a Japanese war- 
ship. In which both ships were sunk, 
has reached TenRchdw. 


It Is declared that all on board the 


Russian cruiser went down with the 
ship, none being snvcd. 
, Two hundred men from the sinking 
Japanese warship wore 'rescued by 
Chinese junks. The rest of the crew, 
twenty-eight In number, reached the 
Mlaotau Islands and thence escaped 
to tho coast of Shantung province. 


From the few details ut hand It 


cannot be determined just when this 
battle took place. 


Both Vessels Go Down. 


Tho Mlaotau Islands arc In the mid- 


dlo of the straits of Pechlll, and half 
way between Po.-t Arthur and Teng- 
chow on tho Chinese coast.
